Gilmore executed by firing squad 


POINT OF THE MOUNTAIN, Utah (UPI) - A Utah State Prison firing 
squad killed Gary Gilmore with four shots through the chest shortly after 
sunrise today in the United State’s first execution in a decade. 
“Let’s do it,” Gilmore told Warden Sam Smith after the five-man rifle team 
lined up behind a gray canvas 25 feet away from the chair in which he was 
strapped. 
The execution took place minutes after three federal judges in Denver lifted 
the last legal barrier to the killer’s death. 
A black corduroy hood was placed over the 36-year-old slayer’s head and the 
firing squad pumped a volley of 30-30 slugs at a round white target pinned to his 
chest at 8:07 a.m. — 18 minutes after dawn. 
“The warden gave the signal, and then bang-bang-bang. I heard three noises 
— in rapid succession,” said agent Larry Schiller, who was invited by Gilmore 
to witness the shooting. 
“Gary moved. His head turned slightly to the left, but he stayed erect. Red 
blood then emerged from the black tee shirt and onto his white slacks.” 
The bullets tore through the condemned man’s body, through the straw-filled 
, ither cushion and wooden back of the captain’s chair, through a three-fourth 
inch sheet of plywood and into a pile of sandbags. 
The deadly riflefire ended a 2Vfe month saga in which Gilmore finally won his 
wish to “die with dignity, like a man.” 
He was executed for the slaying last summer of motel manager Bennie 
Bushnell. 26, during a holdup in Provo, Utah. He had also admitted a similar sl­ 
aying the previous night during a gas station robbery. 
The firing squad consisted of a leader, who gave the signal to fire, and five 


riflemen — four shooting live rounds and one a gun loaded with a blank. 
Gilmore was executed after a long night of legal maneuvering that ended 
only minutes before dawn when the 10th Circuit Court of Appeals in Denver 
lifted a stay of execution granted seven hours earlier by U.S. District Judge 
Willis W. Ritter. 
At the same time, U.S. Supreme Court Justices Byron R. White and 
Thurgood Marshall rejected a last-minute request by the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union filed before the 10th Circuit acted. 
Ritter ordered the execution stopped — the third stay in the Gilmore case — 
after hearing arguments by ACLU attorneys that taxpayers’ funds were being 
illegally spent because Utah’s death penalty law was unconstitutional. 
The 77-year-old judge and U.S. Marshal Royal Butters personally drove to 
the prison to deliver the stay of execution order to Smith after the judge an­ 
nounced his ruling at 1:05 a.m. 
But state attorneys immediately went to Chief Judge David Lewis of the 10th 
Circuit, who lives in Salt Lake City. 
Lewis called an emergncy session of the court in Denver and flew across the 
Rockies with Utah Attorney General Robert Hansen, four of his assistants, and 
an ACLU attorney in tow. 
' 
When the circuit court overturned Ritter, Attorney General Hansen called 
Warden Smith and Gilmore was driven by van from the prison’s max­ 
imum security unit to a storage building formerly used as a cannery. 
Schiller, who had bought the rights to Gilmore’s story for $100,000, said he 
and three other witnesses invited to the shooting were told at seven minutes to 
eight that the condemned man was being moved to the execution site. 


He said they previously had been told that Fourth District Judge Robert 
Bullock had changed his execution order from ‘‘sunrise to any time during the 
day.” 
Schiller said the witnesses were driven to the cinderblock building behind the 
main prison compound and found Gilmore and the firing squad already inside. 
‘‘He was loosely shackled in a normal looking chair, with arms, on a plat­ 
form,” said the agent. ‘‘I was the third witness to shake his hand. 'Hie warden 
read a legal order, and Gary looked at the warden — not quavering.” 
“Gary looked up for an extended period of time and then said, ‘Let’s do it.’ 
We then stepped behind a line 25 feet from him.” 
The witnesses stood alongside the canvas screen hiding the rifle squad, fac­ 
ing Gilmore who was spotlighted by a floodlamp attached to a ceiling beam 
about six feet in front of the chair. 
Schiller said prison officials then placed a black hood over the killer’s head, a 
hand signal was given and the riflemen fired through circular holes in a gray 
canvas screen. Gilmore’s body moved for ‘‘15 to 20 seconds” 
His body, covered by a blanket, was then driven out of the prison in a blue 
station wagon. A young girl — apparently the daughter of his uncle Vern 
Damico — was kneeling beside it. 
The killer’s remains were taken to the University of Utah Medical Center, 
where doctors removed his corneas, skin and peripheral nerves for trans­ 
plants and his kidneys and thigh bones for use in medical research. Gilmore 
donated his body to medicine. 
Damico said a family funeral would be held in Provo, Utah, followed by 
cremation. 
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Sorensen seeks Demos strongly criticize 
withdrawal from Ford's $440 billion budget 
C A nomination 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Theodore C 
Sorensen told the Senate today he was 
asking Jimmy Carter to withdraw his 
nomination to be CIA director. He said 
he made his decision just two minutes 
before his confirmation hearing began. 
Sorensen, criticized as a pacifist and 
for allegedly making use of secret 
material to write a book, said he 
telephoned 
President-elect Jimmy 
Carter in Plains. Ga , to tell him of his 
decision 
“I spoke to Governor Carter in a 
(telephone) booth downstairs as I 
entered the building,” Sorensen told 
reporters after he had announced his 
decision to the Senate Intelligence Com­ 
mittee. 
Sorensen saW he had been in contact 
with Carter over the weekend discussing 
possible outcomes of the committee vote 
on his confirmation but it was not until 
9 58 a m FST today that he reached his 
decision and called Carter 
Asked if Carter tried to dissuade him, 
Sorensen answered. “ As of this morning, 
he did not.” 
Before his stunning announcement, 
Sorensen issued a point-by-point rebuttal 
of allegations critics had made against 
him in recent days 
“It is 
with deep regret that I’m ask­ 
ing Governor Carter to withdraw my 
designation as director of central 
intelligence," Sorensen told the panel. 
‘‘My regret stems not from my failure to 
get this post but from my concern for the 
future of our country.” 


There was no immediate reaction 
from Carter in Plains. But Jody Powell, 
Carter’s press secretary, said “I think 
that it is obvious” that Carter regrets 
Sorensen s decision. 
Sorensen said he would not change his 
mind As to a successor, he said. “They 
could do worse and probably w ill.” 
After Sorensen’s announcement, Sen 
George S McGovern. D-S.D., who does 
not serve on the intelligence committee, 
was recognized to make a statement on 
the withdrawal. 
“1 am deeply distressed at what has 
happened,” McGovern said “I’m con­ 
vinced Ted Sorensen is as well qualified 
as any of his predecessors. He is a man 
of intense patriotism. I deeply resent the 
scurrilous attacks — it is a disgrace to 
decency and justice. 


Sen. Birch Bayh. D-Ind , a committee 
member, told Sorensen: “I am distres­ 
sed at the turn of events. I think what you 
have done is very gutsy.” 


Sen Mark Hatfield, D-Ore , a commit­ 
tee member, assured Sorensen that the 
charges in his opinion had in no waj 
reflected “on the integrity of your 
character ” 


Sen 
Howard Baker, the new GOP 
leader, said. “I think that Mr. Sorensen 
has done a brave and generous thing” 
and had avoided an “unpleasant con­ 
flict." 


Baker said he was “stunned” by the 
“electrifying” withdrawal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford today proposed a $440 billion budget 
for fiscal 1978 and it immediately came 
under heavy fire from Democrats in 
Congress. 
Ford called for a “real” increase in 
defense spending, permanent tax reduc­ 
tions and consolidation of many health 
and welfare programs to hold down their 
cost. 
“He s a lame duck President,” House 
Speaker Thomas O’Neill told reporters. 
“Nobody pays too much attention to 
what a lame duck President has to say.” 
Senate Budget Committee Chairman 
Edmund Muskie, D-Maine, said these 
are proposals Ford has been making for 
two years and added: “His consolidation 
proposals remain as unworkable, his 
savings assumptions as unrealistic and 
his regressive tax proposals as unaccep­ 
table as when he introduced them 
before ” 
House Budget Committee Chairman 
Robert N. Giaimo. D-Conn . said Ford’s 
budget “does not deal adequately with 
either the nations severe economic 
problems, or with the needs of millions 
of our citizens.”

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Public hearing slated 
on animal control law 


An ordinance that 
would virtually 
eliminate the keeping of animals not nor­ 
mal to the household within the city 
limits of Lompoc will come up for public 
hearing Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. before the 
Lompoc City Council 
Also to be considered at the public 
hearing will be three other ordinances, 
one restricting the keeping of bees and 
wild, exotic and dangerous animals and 
reptiles, one regulating the number of 
dogs that may be kept and one providing 
for a post-seizure hearing for impounded 
animals 
This will be the third attempt at com­ 
ing up with an animal-keeping ordinance 
that the council has encountered in the 
past year Just about a year ago the 
council turned back a Planning Commis­ 
sion proposal for more specific provi­ 
sions. 
The planners returned with the altered 
proposal in June of last year only to find 
a different attitude toward animal keep­ 
ing. brought about by the addition of two 
new members to the council in last 
March s election 
The council in June instructed the staff 
to revise the ordinance to provide a 
“clear distinction” between the types of 
animals that may be kept in the city 
limits 
The previous ordinance established 
standards by which certain types of 
animals could be kept in various districts 
in the city and provided for a special 
temporary use permit to keep a greater 
number of animals than the ordinance 
allowed. 
“The new ordinance,” said Jack Lam, 
community development director, “does 
not allow this. It now elaborates a defini­ 
tion for household pets, narrowly defin­ 
ing the range of animals that may be 
kept as household pets in a practical 
sense." 
The proposed ordinance apparently 
answers a question raised at the June 
meeting as to whether a boa constrictor, 
for exam ple, could be kept as a 
household pet. Under the narrow defini­ 


tion in the proposed ordinance, only 
animals “normal to the household” may 
be kept, with the following animals 
specifically prohibited: 
Horses, cows, goats, sheep, other 
equine, bovine or ruminant animals, 
pigs, predatory wild animals, chickens, 
ducks, geese, turkeys, game birds and 
fowl which normally constitute an 
agricultural use, except for pigeons, 
which shall be deemed household pets. 
Another proposed ordinance limits the 
number of dogs over four months of age 
that may be kept in a household to four 
and another forbids the keeping of wild 
animals and reptiles except at a zoo 
operated by a public agency or within an 
educational institution for study or 
observation or in a medical office for 
research, treatment or scientific pur­ 
poses. The same ordinance prohibits the 
keeping of any hive of bees within 600 
feet of any place of habitation, other than 
the beekeeper’s residence, except for 
educational or scientific use 
Two other hearings are on the coun­ 
cil’s agenda Tuesday. One pertains to the 
proposed establishm ent of an un­ 
derground utility district between H and 
I streets and Ocean and Cypress 
avenues, and the other is on an appeal by 
Time Oil Co. from a planning commis­ 
sion decision denying a pole sign at a 
proposed service station at Chestnut and 
H 
Other council business includes: 
— Setting of a public hearing February 
1 on an ordinance relating to adoption of 
various uniform codes for the city. 
— A resolution asking LAFCO to con­ 
sider annexation of the Schuyler 
property. 
— A resolution recommending adop­ 
tion of federal and urban road projects 
locally. 
— A status report on racquetball 
facilities. 
— Awarding of a contract for window 
refurbishment at the Municipal Swimm­ 
ing Pool to Bailey Construction Com­ 
pany, the low bidder on the project.

in defense spending of around 7 per cent 
can be slowed down “without any injury 
or damage to our national security.” 
Giaimo criticized Ford's budget for 
cutting back on job programs at a time 
of high unemployment. He said Ford’s 
proposals to save money on Medicare, 
Medicaid, child nutrition, food stamps 
and other social programs are “unrealis­ 
tic.” 
Ford's budget represents a $28.8 billion 
increase over current spending, all of it 
allocated to defense, energy, health and 
welfare 
Ford’s proposed 7 per cent increase is 
the GOP’s final attempt to slow a 
decade-long pattern of 10 per cent annual 
growth in the federal bureaucracy before 
yielding the White House Thurs­ 
day to Jimmy Carter. 
And although Carter is expected to use 
Ford's proposals as a foundation for the 
first Democratic budget in eight years, 
he doubtless will make substantial 
changes to tailor the spending proposals 
to his philosophy of govemmnt. 
Ford proposed curbing budget expan­ 
sion with $22 billion in cuts, including 
elimination of last year’s $2 billion 
program for public works jobs But $7 
billion of the reductions — more than 
half for social purposes — require ap- 
p r o v a l by an o v e r w h e lm in g ly 
Democratic congress. 
In his accompanying m essage to 
Congress, Ford declared his budget is 
aimed at “ balancing the American 
desire to solve every perceived problem 
at once with the practical reality of 
lim ited resources and com peting 
needs "

TTiey will stay in 
homes of students in the Quander Road 
School in Alexandria.

BARCELONA, Spain (UPI) - A 
Spanish freighter sliced into a U.S. Navy 
launch carrying about 120 sailors and 
marines back to their ships from shore 
leaves early today, killing at least 23 
Americans, the U S. consulate said. 
A consulate spokesman said several 
others were feared m issing, and 
frogmen were searching the harbor for 
possible additional victims. 
The spokesman said 18 of the 95 sur­ 
vivors were hospitalized with injuries or 
for recovery from the effects of near 
drowning. 
As the launch sped toward the 
helicopter carrier Guam and the 
amphibious dock ship Trenton, the 
Spanish freighter Irlea entered the har­ 
bor. 
Survivors said the returning crewmen 


were huddled in the boxlike open launch 
and saw the freighter only seconds 
before it sliced into their vessel. Many of 
the American sailors and marines were 
wearing heavy coats that made it dif­ 
ficult to swim the several hundred yards 
to shore 


Forty men were hospitalized with in­ 
juries or to recover from the effects of 
nearly drowning. The spokesman said 
there were 95 survivors. 


He said names of the dead would not be 
released until relatives were told. 


Louis deStefano, 21, a navy electrician 
of Middletown, N Y., was one of the sur­ 
vivors 


“All you could see was a bow and a 
pair of anchors suddenly staring us into 


the face,” he said. “ It hit us square 
midships and we went down like a rock.” 
The spokesman said the exact number 
of persons aboard the launch had still not 
been established 16 hours after the 2 a m 
(8 p.m EST Sunday) accident. He said 
the sailors and marines were hurrying to 
get back to their ships anchored on the 
rim of Barcelona harbor with no exact 
count kept of how many were in each 
boatload. 


But the spokesman said it was believed 
the capsized boat carried nearly its 
capacity of 120 passengers. 


Charles Koch, 18, a marine of Roebl- 
ing, N.J., said “I saw the freighter and 
two seconds later we were in the water. 
We went down like somebody pulled out 
the plug.” 


Fletcher offers 
new version for 
onshore facility

chairman Harrell Fletcher is 
offering to the county board for 
approval today a new version of 
a proposal to the Interior 
D epartm ent 
favoring an 
onshore Exxon plant rather 
than an offshore facility. 
Fletcher’s proposal, which 
does not seem likely to get a 
majority vote on the board 
when the matter comes up. con­ 
tains no request to incoming 
Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus 
to void the Federal permit 
earlier awarded to Exxon to 
proceed with its offshore 
facility and utilize tankers to 
transport the oil to a refinery 
Supervisor William Wallace’s 
earlier proposal drafted for 
board approval Jan 
10 had 
called for withdrawal of the 
Interior Department permit for 
the plant in Federal waters off 
the Refugio area, along with en­ 
dorsement of the onshore 
project in Las Flores Canyon, 
with proviso for a pipeline to 
make tanker traffic unneces­ 
sary 
Wallace's proposal generated 
general approval of a majority 
of the board last Monday, ex­ 
cept for Fletcher, who asked 
and obtained a week's con­ 
tinuance. so that wording of the 
Third District supervisor’s let­ 
ter could be changed 
In his proposed letter to go to 
Andrus. Fletcher, of Santa 
Maria, said the onshore facility 
is now seen preferable to an of­ 
fshore facility. 
Fletcher declared he feels 
Exxon should be required — in 
addition to meeting highly 


stringent conditions imposed by 
the county — to accept the 
pipeline condition of the State 
Coastal Commission but only if 
the following conditions exist: 
(1) That a pipeline transporta­ 
tion system is found to be feasi­ 
ble, i.e., economic, geological, 
seismic, environmental; (2) 
That the required permits from 
the various governmental en­ 
tities with jurisdiction can be 
obtained, and (3) That suf­ 
ficient oil reserves are proven 
to exist to justify a pipeline. 
The Fifth District supervisor 
said he would seek to have 
Andrus use his influence to 
convene a meeting soon of 
Federal, State, local ana in­ 
dustry representatives "to dis­ 
cuss possible solutions to the 
problem at hand 
The con­ 
sumers of the United States 
vitally need the oil and natural 
gas that can be supplied to them 
once an equitable solution is 
found "

Mrs Thelma Zimmerman of 
225 South F Street is not the 
only cat lover in town 
Since a story in the Record 
last month recounted how she 
was nearly forced to abandon 
her 16 cats, readers have shown 
their love and sympathy for 
animals 
They have presented her with 
over 60 pounds of dry cat food, a 
gift wrapped box of canned cat 
food and some $30 in cash. 
Mrs Zimmerman received a 
large number of Christmas 
cards and many phone calls, all 
wishing her and her felines 
well 
She heard many words of con­ 
gratulations from her church 
congregation and she reports 
she can t go "uptown without 
someone saying. 
I saw your 
picture in the paper ” 
About all this public reaction, 
she said Friday, " I feel great to 
know everyone loves animals 
It was a heart-warming ex­ 
perience to have so many lovely 
people sending gifts of food and 
money to these dear little 
cats." 
Until early December Mrs. 
Zimmerman was just another 
unselfish resident who had 
taken in stray cats for 10 years 
and had them inoculated and 
neutered at her own expense 
Then she was informed that a 
person could only have four 
cats liv in g on personal 
property, according to the city 
zoning ordinance, and she 
would have "to get rid" of any 
surplus 
Mrs Zimmerman grieved at

Chapter chairperson Hal 
Hallett said in a letter filed 
with the Board today that

The County Office of E n ­ 
vironmental Quality (O EQ ), 
conducting a review of a 
proposed lot split of a 27 4 acre 
Santa Ynez Valley property, 
was told by the agricultural 
commissioner's office that the 
property is near urban areas 
and would not be a viable farm 
property by itself. 
Deputy Agricultural Commis­ 
sioner Joe Betz appeared 
before County Environmental 
Coordinator Albert F Reynolds 
to offer information on the 
proposal of Ronald D Kenzy for 
approval by the county of a ten­ 
tative parcel map to divide the 
property into four lots 
The property is located 
northwest of the town of Santa 
Ynez on the east side of Refugio 
Rd.. about six-tenths of a mile 
south of Baseline Ave The ap­ 
plicant proposes to divide the 
parcel into lots of 7. 2.1, 5.1 and 
13 2 acres 
Reynolds found that a 
declaration attesting to the fact 
the proposed parcel split would 
cause no major adverse en­ 
vironmental impact was com­ 
plete. and moved the case to the 
county decisio i-making agen­ 
cies

The Sierra Club said that 
"among numerous instances of 
OEQ advocacy of the oil 
pipeline consolidation proposal 
was the Board position paper 
composed and circulated by 
OEQ entitled "The Case for a 
Combined Land Pipeline for 
Santa Barbara Crude Oil 
production ” The Board’s ap­ 
pointment of the county En­ 
vironmental Coordinator as 
chairman of the county pipeline 
promotional committee was 
also termed "a contradiction of 
responsibilities." 
This action by the Board 
could "impair OEQ's primary 
function of collecting data on a 
project, judging the adequacy 
of the research, and presiding 
at hearings on the environmen­ 
tal reviews developed from this 
procedure.’’ 
The Sierra Club said it was 
not directing its petition against 
any personalities in govern­ 
ment but rather against a 
failure in the structure of 
government both locally and 
nationally 
"Unfortunately, neither the 
nation or the county has a clear­ 
ly defined overall energy policy 
or a coordinated government 
agency structure to deal with 
energy matters.” Hallett said 
“ For this reason piecemeal 
studies, 
he said, "are being 
conducted by OEQ on a SOHIO 
Guadalupe Dunes oil terminal 
and a pipeline, both projects be­ 
ing opposed by the club ” 


The Sierra Club has asked the 
board to discontinue these

W ASHINGTON (U P I) — 
Jim m y Carter, peanut farm er, 
Southerner, populist, politician 
becomes the 39th president of 
the United States Jan. 20 — in­ 
toning the sam e 35-word oath 
George Washington spoke in 
1789. 
The oath is one of the few 
sim ilarities between the Wash­ 
ington and Carter inaugura­ 
tions 
Washington rejected a 
proposal that he be crowned 
king, but two centuries later, 
Carter becomes president in a 
ceremony that comes as close 
as anything in America to a cor­ 
onation. 
The pomp has been built into 
the ceremony over the years — 
and cannot be removed despite 
Carter’s call for a people’s in­ 
augural 
involving as many 
Americans as want to attend. 
Carter refuses to wear the 
traditional top hat and tails. He 
calls his Inaugural balls "p ar­ 
ties." But he cannot escape the 
formal trappings, limousines, 
bands and protocol that turn the 
ceremonies into a royal event. 
Carter’s inaugural — budget­ 
ed to cost $1 million less than 
the $4 million spent for Richard 
Nixon four years ago — is being 
billed as a nonstop fourday 
party. 
The only taxpayer money in­ 
volved is the $650,000 set aside 
by Congress for the swearing-in 
ceremony, and the money spent 
by the District of Columbia for 
police and crowd control. The 
$3 m illio n sp e n t by the 
Inaugural committee is raised 
through selling $25 tickets to 
various events, and royalties 
from official souvenirs. 
The traditional VIP events of 
the week cost money and are by 
invitation only. But that does 
not mean there won’t be a lot to 
do in W ashington for the 
average citizen coming to town 
who doesn’t want to lay out a lot 
of money. 
As a matter of fact, starting 
at 10 a m 
Tuesday, Jan 
18 
through Saturday. Jan. 22. an 
inaugural visitor can go non­ 
stop from early morning until 
late at night at concerts, 
special historical displays, 
horse shows, bluegrass, jazz, 
live dance and singing, go 
square dancing and folk dan­ 
cing, watch fireworks and at­ 
tend a parade — all without 
spending a dime. 
The swearing-in ceremony is 
public, but getting close to that 
will be difficult. The first 17,000 
standing positions already are 
reserved, and a huge press 
stand will block the inaugura­ 
tion platform 
Transportation 
may 
cost, 
since the free shuttle bus ser­ 
vice for that week doesn t go 
everywhere. And you'll have to 
buy your own meals, although if 
you’re lucky your congressman 
might buy you a drink at a 
special state reception (It de 
pends on the generosity of the 


state — California isn’t even 
planning a party). 
The week may get a little dull 
at points 
Som etim es the 
highlights might be a free tour 
of the Federal Election Com­ 
mission, or the Smithsonian’s 
exhibit of ball gowns worn by 
first ladies. 
But at 2 p.m. on Tuesday Jan. 
18, for instance, the visitor will 
h a v e 
to c h o o se am o n g 
children’s theater, African 
dancers and drummers, an 
ethnic festival concert, a con­ 
cert of 20th-century music, a 
classical instrumental ensem 
ble, a film of highlights of past 
inaugurals, a jazz concert, a 
high school band concert, the 
U.S. Air Force band, and the 
Navy band. 


There are almost 200 free 
m usical events during the 
week, including two-hour con­ 
certs twice a day in each of the 
seven museums of the Smith­ 
sonian and the city’s m ajor art 
galleries. 
Inaugural week begins Jan. 18 
with the first of the concerts at 
several locations, children’s 
theater at the Kennedy Center, 
and Lipizzaner stallions during 
the lunch hour on the Ellipse 
south of the White House.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford’s budget at-a- 
glance 
PROPOSAL — Ford proposed 
a $440 billion budget for fiscal 
1978 with the entire increase of 
$28 8 billion over current 
spending allocated to defense, 
energy, health and welfare. He 
proposed a 7 per cent increase 
in the GOP’s final attempt to 
slow a decade-long pattern of 10 
per cent annual growth in the 
federal 
bureaucracy before 
yielding the presidency to Jim ­ 
my Carter, who is expected to 
use Ford's proposals as a foun­ 
dation for the first Democratic 
budget in eight years. 


TAXES — Ford proposed a 
series of major tax cuts in five 
of the next six years to compen­ 
sate for the continuing increase 
in taxes brought about as infla­ 
tion pushes Am ericans into 
higher tax brackets. The series 
of cuts was the only new tax 
proposal in Ford’s fiscal 1978 
budget. But the budget proposal 
included a list of almost every 
tax plan that Ford has ever 
recommended, including his 
plan to increase the personal 
exemption from $750 to $1,000 


ROBS — Despite a gloomy 
employment forecast, 
Ford 
recommended Congress elimi­ 
nate many of the government- 
created jobs the next adminis­ 
tration intends to increase. 
Ford's proposed 1978 budget 
bore no resemblance to the 
economic program that Jimmy 
Carter has been preparing to 
combat the nation’s current 7.9 
per cent unemployment rate. 


HEALTH - Despite a hold- 
the-line budget for the govern­ 
ment’s biggest spender, outlays 
by the Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare are ex­ 
pected to increase from $140 
billion this year to $155.4 billion 
in fiscal 1978 That’s 36 cents of 
every tax dollar, 10 cents more 


than the defense share of the 
budget However, HEW spend­ 
ing probably will total $162.3 
billion because Ford’s proposed 
budget included nearly $3 
billion in proposed spending 
cuts that Congress hardly 
glanced at when Ford first 
proposed them last year. 
SOCIAL SECURITY - Social 
security payments will increase 
by $8 4 billion in fiscal 1978, 
Ford said Welfare aid to needy 
families will increase by $300 
million, and Supplem ental 
Security Income for needy 
aged,

million 
MEDICAID — Fueled largely 
by rising health costs, federal 
Medicare and Medicaid spend­ 
ing will increase by $5 6 billion 
in fiscal 1978 Ford said 14 per 
cent of a projected 19 per cent 
boost in Medicare spending for 
health care of senior citizens 
results from higher costs of ser­ 
vices Taxpayers will pay $26 
billion for Medicare in 1978, a 
one year increase of $4 billion 
DEFENSE - Ford asked for 
$123.1 billion for defense that 
leaves President-elect Jimm y 
Carter with little fat to trim 
without making hard decisions 
on new weapons Ford says are 
needed because of Russian 
military advances. Ford’s sug­ 
gested defense spending level 
for the fiscal year starting Oct. 


1 shows an 11 per cent increase 
over the current year, about 
half for inflation and the rest 
mainly buying military hard­ 
w are and d evelopin g new 
weapons. 
SPACE — Ford asked Con­ 
gress to finance the start of 
three more space shuttle rocket 
planes to give the nation a five- 
ship fleet in the early 1980s 
capable of making up to 60 
roundtrips to orbit annually 
The budget proposal requests $4

N a tio n al 
Aeronautics an Space Ad­ 
ministration. up $295 million 
from the current year, with a 
third of the money going to the 
space shuttle program.

he was all right." 
On the night of Oct. 31 Grigg 
could not stand the strain any 
longer. He walked into his son's 
bedroom, folded (he hands of 
the sleeping youth across his 
chest and shot him in the tem­ 
ple. 
Grigg s one-day murder trial 
was held last week in this small 
northeast Texas town. After the 
jury deadlocked 9 to 3 in favor 
of acquittal. Grigg changed his 
plea to guilty to voluntary 
manslaughter. District Court 
Judge Virgil Mulanax gave the 
father a five-year probated 
sentence for killing Mike Grigg 
“ Yes. I did it for him," Grigg 
said Sunday. 
‘‘I didn't care what the 
sentence was,” the father said 
“ It didn't enter my mind There 
wasn’t any question about me 
killing him 
“ I would say I'd probably be 
condemned for doing it But I 
had two different men come up 
to me after the trial and say 
they came awful close to doing 
that themselves. 
‘Course I 
guess I was the only one crazy 
enough to have done it.” 
He paused, then said. " I ’ll 
tell you, this old world is sure 
different than it was." 


For years, there had been few 
signs of father-son animosity. 
“ He was my pride and joy, 
and we did all sorts of things 
together — until all this hap­ 
pened three years ago," said 
Grigg 
"But he changed, he 
changed completely" 
Grigg. who played profession­ 
al football in 1940s and 1950s for 
Buffalo, the Chicago Bears and 
the Cleveland Browns, says his 
easy-going, likable son was fine 
until he became involved with 
drugs 
His sports activities 
ceased, and in his senior year 
he was expelled from the 230- 
student Ore City High School 
because his hair was too long 
He finished school by corre­ 
spondence. 
The relationship between 
father and son worsened after 
he left school. Grigg said he 
knew his son used drugs and 
was not trying to rehabilitate 
himself. 
“ But my estimation is any 
drugs are dangerous," Grigg 
said 
“ He was using pills, 
marijuana, cheap wine. He was 
not on the needle But you mix 
any one of those with alcohol 
and it gives you more kick He 
got to where he had no ambition 
or attention for anything " 


Inaugural week 
begins with 
cold weather 


W A SH IN G T O N (U P I) - 
Inauguration week began with 
near-zero temperatures, frigid 
winds, and rock-hard piles of 
frozen snow, ice and slush from 
the past two weeks of unusually 
severe winter weather in the

New snow flurries, which left

Facing its most severe 
“ delivery problem’’ since the 
late 1960s, Columbia also is urg­ 
ing residential customers to 
lower the heat as much as they 
can and asking commercial es­ 
tablishments to stay closed ex­ 
cept for emergencies. 
Columbia previously enacted 
curtailments of up to 100 per 
cent against industries able to 
convert to alternate fuels and of 
up to 50 per cent for those that 
could not 
The present cutoff affects all 
industrial users The East Ohio 
cutoff affects about 1,100 firms 
in its 18-county service area 
alone, but there was no es­ 
timate on how many others 
would be forced to close by the 
actions of West Ohio, which 
serves six counties and parts of 
two others, and Columbia. 
How long the current cutoff 
will last depends on the 
weather 
Sunday night, the National 
Weather Service reported that 
cold records were being shat­ 
tered in Dayton. Cincinnati and 
Columbus and nowhere in the 
state was there a reading above 
zero The same was forecast for 
tonight and Tuesday 
Reports of industries shutting

Lawmakers are apprehensive 
about the idea of televising ex­ 
ecutions if capital punishment 
is resumed in California and the 
issue could affect the outcome 
of proposed death penalty 
legislation. 


A federal judge in Texas has 
declared that television sta­ 
tions have the same rights to 
cover executions as print 
reporters. The U.S. Supreme 
Court is expected to rule on the 
issue. 


Sen 
Albert S. Rodda, D- 
Sacramento, summed up the 
position of many anti-death 
penalty legislators when he 
said: “ I wouldn't want the state 
to advertise what it is doing so 
far as committing its own pre­ 
meditated murder.” 


Even California lawmakers 
who support a new capital 
punishment law in California 
say they are opposed to televis­ 
ing executions from San Quen­ 
tin's gas chamber. 


Several bills restoring captal 
punishment in California have 
been introduced in the wake of 
a state Supreme Court decision 
striking down the state’s 1973 
death penalty law.

WASHINGTON (U P I) -

The budget, which Ford was 
required by law to submit only 
days before leaving office, may 
be amended by Jimmy Carter. 
However, the incoming ad­ 
ministration is less likely to 
make major changes in plans 
for continuing public works 
projects than in more con­ 
troversial programs. 
No new construction starts 
were requested by either the 
Corps of Engineers or the 
Bureau of Reclamation in their 
budgets for the 1978 fiscal year 
beginning Oct. 1. 
The bureau's construction 
budget for California totals 
about $128 million, while the 


Army Engineers plan to spend 
about $96 million. 
The bureau earmarked $144.7 
million for continuing work on 
various units of the huge 
Central Valley Project. 
The CVP budget proposals in­ 
clude $7.4 million for the San 
Luis drain, but with the proviso 
that its point of discharge not 
be determined until state of­ 
ficials and the Interior Depart­ 
ment agree on a plan that will

SEATTLE (UPI) - National Football 
League Commissioner Pete Rozelle said 
Sunday if team owners fail to reach an 
agreement with the NFL Players As­ 
sociation by March, they must decide 
whether to improvi e their own draft or 
start a bidding war w college stars 
The previous colie e draft system was 
outlawed last September by a federal 
judge in Washington, D C. Since then, 
negotiating teams for the owners and 
players have been discussing possible 
solutions plus a new general contract to 
replace the one which expired three 
years ago. 
“ If we get into March and there's no 
bargaining agreement that incorporates 
a draft, a decision will have to be made 
as to whether to go without a draft this 
year or to implement a revised draft,” 
Rozelle said after a meeting of NFL 
owners here for the NFC-AFC Pro Bowl. 


“What I've said is we would have to 
have the draft in April If that’s the case, 
you’ve got to make a decision by 
March.” 
Rozelle said any revised draft system 
not part of a general bargaining agree­ 
ment with the association would be sub­ 
ject to antitrust laws and likely would be 
challenged in court

“ T here s no doubt about 
that.” echoed Yarborough, rue­ 
fully shaking his head 
Pearson, winner of 10 of 22 
Grand National events last 
year, posted his fourth straight 
California stock car victory. He

November 
On a beautiful Southern 
California winter day when the 
tem perature hit 76 and an es­ 
timated 60,000 fans turned out, 
Yarborough led from the se­ 
cond lap until the 104th in the 
119-lap race 
R iv e rs id e In te rn a tio n a l 
Raceway president Les Richter 
this year cut the race from 500 
miles to 500 kilometers, approx­ 
imately 310 miles, because he 
felt five hours of driving around 
the tight road course was too 
hard on cars and drivers.

Reporter's 
death case 
now broken 


PHOENIX (U PI) - The 
police investigation into the sl­ 
aying of reporter Don Bolles is 
reaching into high political cir­ 
cles with the confession of one 
man and the a rre st of two 
others on murder charges. 
Dog breeder John Adamson 
broke the case open when he 
stood up during jury selection 
at his trial and confessed he 
was part of a paid conspiracy in 
which he dynam ited Bolles’ 
car 
A police affidavit quoted one 
of two other men immediately 
arrested, land developer Max 
Dunlap, as saying millionaire 
political power Kemper Marley 
— a m ajor financial backer of 
Gov Raul Castro — “ wanted 
Donald Bolles killed" because 
he was giving him “ a bad 
tim e.” 
Bolles- articles about Mar- 
ley's past were considered a 
prim e facto r for the m il­ 
lionaire's resignation from the 
Arizona Racing Commission, 
which controls the s ta te ’s 
profitable greyhound dog rac­ 
ing tracks 
P o lice have b rought no 
charges against Marley, 70. a 
liquor dealer, farm er and 
rancher, but were attempting 
to contact him. Marley has 
denied involvement in the kill­ 
ing of the Arizona Republic in­ 
vestigative reporter, who was 
blown up in his car June 2 at a 
hotel where he went on a phony 
tip 
The affidavit, released in 
Phoenix 
S atu rd ay alm o st 
simultaneously with Adamson's 
confession in Tucson, said 
Adamson conspired in the 
bombing with Jam es “ The 
Plum ber” 
Robison. 54, the 
other suspect arrested 
Dunlap. 47, a longtime friend 
and business asso ciate of 
Marley. paid Adamson $5.800 
eight days after the bombing. 
Adamson said He said he had 
borrowed $5.000 the day before 
from Marley for machinery 
repairs 
Adamson, who pleaded guilty 
to a reduced second-degree 
murder charge in exchange for 
turning state's evidence and 
immunity from prosecution, 
said Arizona Attorney General 
Bruce Babbitt was also marked 
for death 
The affidavit said Adamson 
told Dunlap he wanted $50.000 
plus expenses in cash for killing 
Bolles. Babbitt and another 
man. King Alfonso, a former 
employe of a firm owned by 
Marley who turned critic of the 
liquor industry 
Prosecutor William Schafer 
III. who negotiated six weeks 
for the plea bargain arrange­ 
ment under which Adamson 
will serve 20 years in prison, 
said "the whole story” of the 
motive lor Bolles' killing will 
come out at a preliminary hear­ 
ing for Dunlap and Robison in 
Phoenix Jan 24

ATLANTA (UPI) - The 
national Center for Disease 
Control says if there are any 
outbreaks of influenza-B this 
winter, there may be increased 
cases of Reve syndrome, which 
causes serious brain disease in 
children 
The syndrome, according to 
medical authorities, is associat­ 
ed with viral infections such as 
influenza-B and chicken pox 
Dr David O'Brien of the CDC 
said the Reye syndrome is rare, 
with an attack rate of two cases 
in everv 200.000 children under 
the age of 18 during influenza-B 
epidemics. 
Another CDC official said 
with swine flu vaccinations 
about to be renewed for the 
elderly and those with chronic 
health problems, federal health 
officials are preparing a man­ 
datory consent form aimed at 
avoiding legal pitfalls posed by 
the acknowledged danger of 
paralysis for those getting the 
shots. 
The revised consent form is 
one of the hurdles that must be 
cleared before state health of­ 
ficials resume inoculations of 
persons over 65 and those with 
heart and respiratory ailments 


Don Berreth, CDC public in­ 
formation director, said the 
consent form — which must be 
signed by all persons getting 
the flu vaccine — spells out the 
risks of recipients contracting 
the Gmllain-Barre syndrome, a 
rare and little understood type 
of temporary paralysis 


Berreth said the risk factor 
was in the range of one case of 
paralysis in 100.000-200.000 per­ 
sons vaccinated, with the risk 
of serious illness or death posed 
by influenza to elderly persons 
far greater

million Americans who have 
received swine flu shots.

North county meetings— good idea 


There has been some talk 
lately at the county level about 
holding board of supervisor 
meetings on a regular basis in 
the north county rather than 
entirely in the south as is 
presently done. We think the 
idea merits a lot of investiga­ 
tion and sounds like a good 
one. 
The objections to the idea 
will undoubtedly lie mainly in 
the areas of expense and con­ 
venience. Expense because it 
will cost more to send three 
supervisors based in the 
southern end of the county to a 
northern meeting. And it will 
cost more to send the staff 
support necessary for any 
such 
board 
m e e t i n g . 
Convenience will be a factor 
because files and reports and 
the staff charged with in­ 
terpreting them will be in 


Santa 
Barbara, 
making 
whatever necessary com ­ 
munication somewhat more 
difficult than if the meetings 
were held in the courthouse. 


As for both objections, we 
feel that with a little foresight 
and planning, the communica­ 
tions problems can be resolved 
with a minimum of hassle, if 
only as a result of better plan­ 
ning of the agenda prior to 
each 
northern m eeting. 
Regarding additional expense, 
certainly additional costs 
can t be so much as to serious­ 
ly impede any efforts to bring 
government closer to the 
governed. 


We feel strongly that a good 
deal of the neglect the north 
county feels it has experienced 
at the hands of the supervisors 
in recent years would disap- 


pear were that body to have 
meetings in this area. We 
can’t help but think that 
meetings in Lompoc, Santa 
Maria, Santa Ynez and 
perhaps even the Guadalupe 
area would go a long way 
toward dispelling some of the 
sentiment currently revolving 
around a county split. And cer­ 
tainly a lot more citizen input 
would result from all those 
who have neither the time nor 
th 
leans to go to Santa Bar­ 
ba 
each Monday to voice an 
opinion or a problem. 


The problems encountered 
will be mostly ones of con­ 
venience, and it is our belief 
government should be run as 
m u c h 
as p o s s i b l e and 
reasonable at the convenience 
of the governed rather than 
the government. 


On the Right by W illiam F. Buckley Jr. 
Amnesty, and the state 


As so often happens, Jam es Jackson 
Kilpatrick made an interesting and for 
all 1 know original point when he said on 
CBS s "60 Minutes” the other night that 
the Constitution does not give the Presi­ 
dent the right to declare an “ am nesty.” 
What the Constitution does is give the 
President the right to 
grant pardons. What is 
the difference0 Can­ 
didate Jimmy Carter 
used to dwell on the 
difference, and there 
is a difference, even if 
Mr Carter did not get 
it quite right. He said 
that amnesty means 
erasing guilt, or deny­ 
ing it, while a pardon 
meant just that — a 
pardon — irrespective 
of factual questions of 
guilt or innocence. 
I find that effort at 
definition somewhat 
strained, and in all 
probability it was first 
sprung by Mr Carter late one night at a 
town meeting in New Hampshire after a 
very long day. Amnesty is an act of 
forgetting 
as in a lapse of memory. 
Although the Constitution does not give 
the chief executive the ju rid ical 
authority to "forget." it does implicitly 
grant the chief executive the power to ef­ 
fect the same result. It grants the chief 
executive the right to decline to 
prosecute. If a prosecutor, on orders 
from the Attorney G eneral, taking 
orders in turn from the President, an­ 
nounces that from this day forth no one 
wanted for draft evasion or desertion 
will be prosecuted, that act extends to 


the delinquent a c ertain judicial 
serenity. 
This, mind you, is less than the great 
exculpators desire. They wish that there 
should remain neither civil liability, nor 
social stigma That is why so much time 
is spent on the plight of the half million 
men who received a discharge other than 
honorable It is said that these men do 
not know what or when this disability 
will rise to haunt them What if. some 
day. one of them wants to run for 
President0 What if. some day. one of 
them is judged a bad risk by the French 
Foreign Legion9 What if. some day. just 
as the stone-cutters raise their chisels at 
Mt 
Rushmore. it transpires that the 
face of the man they are about to immor­ 
talize is the face of someone who hid 
behind the bushes at An Loc? 
Now the conviction is creeping upon us 
to confer upon the state the power to 
decide certain m atters on behalf of the 
entire community, and that surely is not 
as it ought to be. It is one thing for the 
sta te to decide w h eth er it shall 
prosecute 
Another for the state to 
decide whether the community should or 
should not count it against someone that 
he behaved in a particular way at a par­ 
ticular time As it happens, you are only 
asked to show your discharge papers if 
you apply to join the reserves, or to 
enlist in the FBI, or CIA. I last exhibited 
my own to the Town Clerk of Stamford 
Connecticut in 1952 to qualify for a $1,000 
deduction in my property tax: and as a 
m atter of fact it would not have m at­ 
tered if the discharge had been less than 
honorable under the Connecticut statute. 
Moreover, any disgrace, or misadven­ 
ture. in which a half million out of a 
potential ten m illion persons par-

ticipated is by the sheer weight of the 
m atter not going to be widely noticed. It 
is like a teen-ager who once was busted 
for smoking marijuana.

Mr C arter is best off leaving history, 
and the conscience of the community, to 
judge the question of the less-than- 
honorable discharges. No positive harm 
is going to come to the half million in the 
meantime To go in the other direction is 
to ccerce the moral will of the com­ 
munity. and this Governor Carter ought 
not to attem pt. Because the state is not. 
and ought not to presume to pass itself 
off as. the moral arbiter of such m atters 
as are involved here. What the totalists 
want out of C arter is something con­ 
st ruable as: “The guys who protested 
Vietnam and went on to violate the law 
were right to do so.” 
Unless he is very careful, the first 
American President to graduate from 
the United States Naval Academy is go­ 
ing to walk into that ambush. I do not 
doubt that he intends to deal with the 
subject in his inaugural address That is 
an ideal moment to begin the retreat 
from that enhancem ent of central 
authority against which he campaigned. 
It is up to the American people, in­ 
dividually. to judge the deeds of those 
who would not fight when called.

The experience of the Karl Braun 
family at the border of Bulgaria brought 
vividly to mind a similar one that hap­ 
pened to the Adams. Walter Ziesche and 
Leni M osburger at the border of 
Czechoslovakia, near Bratislava, one 
fair day in May 1963. 
Ken had a deep desire to get behind the 
Iron Curvain while we were in Vienna but 
I didn't want to go because innocent 
travelers were being nabbed right and 
left for little reason about that time. 
However our friend. Walter Ziesche, who 
was also in Vienna, said there was no 
problem and arranged for us to take the 
short ride over in a taxi the next day. As 
it turned out we had all the possibilities 
of being a suspect group. Leni was a 
Czech by birth but had left there as a 
child to live in Austria. Walter was a 
Belgian by birth. We were O.K. but our 
driver, a nice chap, was the fly in the 
ointment He was a Czech, had served in 
the German army, had been captured 
and sent to Siberia but lived in Vienna 
after his release 
He very definitely 
wanted to keep his past covered. 
Off we went, admiring the beautiful 
spring weather and countryside until we 
came to the border where everything 
seem ed to change 
Large striped 
barriers stopped us beside a guardhouse 
out of which came a very large soldier in 
a Russian uniform with red stars on his 
collar, shoulder boards and hat — and he 
carried a big gun Everything about him 
seemed very big' We handed him our 
passports for inspection and were asked 
where we were going, how long we in­ 
tended to be there, what we intended to 
do and how much money we had with us. 
All the questions were answered and we 
were told how much money we could 
spend. Enough for lunch at the biggest 
and. they said, the best hotel in town. 
Somehow the sun didn’t seem to be 
shining as brightly as before, the flowers 
that had grown so tali and beautiful in 
Vienna looked stunted and pale as if they 
had grown unwillingly. The people who 
walked along the road stared at us as if 
they resented our being there. It was ob­ 
vious where we had come from because 
the license plate on our car said WEIN 
(Vienna». 
As we entered the city we noticed 
grandstands being erected, bunting going 
up, Lenin’s picture everywhere and loud 
speakers on the light standards blaring 
martial music. The driver explained that 
the next day the country was celebrating 
“ Freedom Day” . They looked as free as 
a lion in a cage! The wide streets were 
almost empty. No cars or vehicles of any 
kind The few people wore drab clothes 
and the buildings were all the same color 
too — grey Very oppressive. 
The "best” hotel was big, stolid, unat­ 
tractive and colorless with stringy lace 
curtains. But the lunch was excellent and 
the Pilsen beer wonderful — when we 
finally got it ordered Oh my, what an 
ordeal! Leni read the menu, which was 
in Czech, to Walter, in German, she at 
that tim e knowing no English. He 
Berry’s World 
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.. also, tor the TV rights to the 1980 Summer 
Olympics, my network is prepared to offer you 
a trip to Vegas, to H aw aii.. 


translated that into English for us. Upon 
deciding what we wanted to eat the 
process was then reversed and the order 
given to the patient w aiter, in Czech. 
This took quite a while, a lot of explain­ 
ing and a lot of beer. The entire 
procedure was watched very carefully 
by a man who could have been a refugee 
from the Oakland Raiders. I would not 
have been surprised to learn that he was 
a secret police watching the W esterners, 
and particularly an Am erican new­ 
spaperman and his wife. 


In due time we did some sightseeing 
but there wasn’t much to see. Someone 
said that Bratislava once had been an at­ 
tractive city and trading center until the 
Russians took charge after W W II and 
that was bad news We did go up to see a 
palace which stood on a high hill. It was 
awful. Our driver and I wandered about, 
and he said it had been a beautiful 
building, surrounded by gardens and 
trees. Now there wasn’t a sign of a tree, 
garden or lawn Just some boards, piles 
of broken cement slabs and a broken 
down wheelbarrow He said in a very low 
voice that the Russians had given the 
place the scorched earth treatm ent 
before they returned to Russia. This 
really ticked me off and I expounded at 
great length and in no uncertain term s 
about what I thought and felt about such 
goings-on He told me it was not good to 
say too much because someone might 
hear. I noticed that he kept his distance 
from me but I thought he was just in a 
hurry to get going, for which I didn't 
blame him. I was getting the creeps 
from this place too — it was so quiet 


everywhere! I was anxious to get back to 
Vienna with its bustle, gaiety, music, 
color, beautiful gold and white marble 
palaces, lovely parks and gardens and 
the birthday dinner W alter had planned 
for me that night. 
As we approached the border, leaving 
Czechoslovakia, very high wire fences 
topped with barbed wire stretched away 
on both sides of the road, with a 
watchtower every 200 yards or so In 
these towers were soldiers training 
binoculars on everything, machine guns 
at the ready. At this point W alter decided 
he w anted to take pictures of the 
border which of course was verboten. We 
protested but to no avail. I just KNEW 
they would put us in the hoosegow for 
th at!! 
Again we pulled up to the striped 
barrier, w ere greeted by the stoic soldier 
with a few terse words and handed over 
our passports 
For some reason my 
heart was beating faster than usual, anx­ 
ious to get on the other side of that 
barrier He very slowly looked over each 
passport, passing them back one by one 
— the driver, Leni. Ken. Walter (whew, 
that was sticky!) — but mine he kept 
looking at!! Oh, dear God, I’ve had it!! 
They heard me up at the palace. The 
wheelbarrow was bugged!!! I turned 
pale and my heart pounded Finally he 
handed over my passport, looked at me 
and said 
Happv Birthday.” 


Incidentally. Happy 90th birthday to 
you. Walter, my dear friend and may 
you continue to be as alive and in­ 
teresting and as much fun for many 
more vears. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
CIA and Cuba 


WASHINGTON - Apparently, the 
United States and Cuba planned to wage

The disease devasted

and-m outh disease. 
The idea eventually 
was abandoned, but m 
April, 1962. Cuban 
P olitiburo 
m em ber 
A n t o n i o 
N u n e z 
Jimenez discussed the 
hoof-and-mouth 
plot 
with four top Cuban 
Scientists. 
The amazing story 
has been buried in intelligence docu­ 
ments, which we have now seen. 
Nunez Jim enez inform ed the four 
scientists, according to an intellignece 
memo, "that Cuba was now ready to give 
the United States a ‘dose of its own 
medicine ' 
“ Nunez Jimenez further explained,” 
continued the memo, "that Cuba had the 
ability, through specially trained agents, 
to destroy the cattle industry of the 
United States by spreading an epizotic 
fever known commonly as 
hoof-and- 
moutn disease.” ’ 
A hoof-and-mouth epidem ic would 
have forced the destruction of the in­ 
fected cattle An outbreak in the United 
States in 1929 and in Mexico in 1946 wiped 
out millions worth of livestock. 
Federal agents, alarm ed at the first- 
person account of Nunez Jim enez’ 
threat, made further inquiries and found 
that “ the Cuban government had opened 
a bacteriological laboratory in Soroa. 
Pinar del Rio Province.” 
This secret lab, “ located in the former 
orchid gardens of Soroa,” was run by a 
Spanish exile named Dr. Martinez Viera. 
He was assisted by a Cuban and a former 
American resident. The latter was a 
woman who washed the test tubes and 
vials used by Dr. Viera, reported the 
memo 
At the time of the memo, written in 
1963. it appeared that “ Nunez, Jiminez 
had made arrangem ents for three Soviet 
bac t eri ol og i s t s to take over the 
laboratory.” 
One purpose of the lab. interestingly, 
was to "determ ine the cause of an 


epidemic which completely destroyed the 
birds o! a turkey farm .” However, we 
can find no evidence that the turkeys, 
like a reported 500.000 Cuban pigs, may 
have been the victims of CIA germ war­ 
fare 
ANOTHER COVERUP?: There is no 
longer any question about it: both the 
FBI and CIA withheld essential facts 
from the Warren Commission about the 
assassination of President John F Ken­ 
nedy. 
The FBI never allowed the commis­ 
sion access to its files, and the members 
were so intimidated by the late FBI chief 
J 
Edg ar Hoover that they never 
protested Instead, they relied upon FBI 
sum m aries and Hoover’s letters 
We have now learned, for example, 
that the FBI had in its files at least 69 
reports on the pre-assassination ac­ 
tivities of Lee Harvey Oswald Only 46 of 
these were summarized for the Warren 
Commission; the remaining 23 were held 
back 
Thus, the commission accused 
Oswald of the murder without consider­ 
ing all the available facts. 
The CIA also provided the commission 
with selective information and covered 
up crucial facts. Indeed, congressional 
investigators say the CIA deliberately 
lied about some of the details that were 
furnished to the commission. 
During the closing weeks of the last 
Congress, 
the House established a 
special assassinations com m ittee, which 
has barely started its investigation of the 
Kennedy killing 
Yet its investigators 
have already interviewed about two 
dozen key witnesses who had never been 
questioned previously. 
They included people who had actually 
witnessed the shooting and the scene 
afterward inside the Dallas hospital 
Sources with important information in 
Mexico City and Miami were also inter­ 
viewed for the first time. 
Now there are disturbing reports that 
the FBI and CIA are directing an under­ 
cover campaign against the committee 
Congressional sources say the two em ­ 
b a t t l e d a g e n c i e s a r e s p r e a d i n g 
derogatory stories about the committee 
The CIA, these sources say. also of­ 
fered to take over the com m ittee’s 
security This incredible proposal would 
have placed the CIA, a target of the in­ 
vestigation. in charge of the committee 
files. 
After the offer was rejected and in­ 
vestigators started asking embarrassing 
questions, the CIA allegedly urged the 
Senate Intelligence Committee to take 
the lead in investigating the Kennedy as­ 
sassination Apparently, the CIA felt that 
the Senate committee would be more 
friendlv 
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
